To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Rindge  in  the  County 
of  Cheshire  in  said  State,  qualified  to  vote  in  Town  Affairs: 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  Town  Hall  in  Rindge 
on  Tuesday,  the  fourteenth  day  of  March,  next  at  nine  of  tne 
clock  in  the  forenoon,  to  act  upon  the  following  subjects: 

1.  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers  for  the  year 
ensuing. 

2.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  to 
defray  town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year  and  make  appro- 
priations of  the  same. 

3.  To  hear  and  act  upon  the  reports  of  the  Selectmen, 
Overseer  of  the  Poor,  Town  Treasurer,  Town  Clerk,  and  re- 
X>orts  of  all  Agents,  Committees,  and  Officers  heretofore  chosen, 
and  act  in  any  way  relating  thereto. 

4.  To  see  if  the  voters  will  authorize  the  Selectmen  and 
Town  Treasurer  to  borrow  money  in  anticipation  of  the  collec- 
tion of  taxes  for  the  current  year,  and  to  issue  in  the  name  of 
the  Town  negotiable  notes  therefore,  said  notes  to  be  repaid 
during  the  current  year  from  taxes  collected  within  the  cur- 
rent year. 

5.  To  see  what  method  the  Town  will  adopt  to  collect 
taxes. 

6  To  see  what  action  the  Town  wishes  to  take  regarding 
overdrafts  and  unexpended  balances. 

7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  pay  the  members  of 
the  Fire  Company  one  dollar  per  hour  for  suppressing  fires  in 
buildings  in  the  town,  or  take  any  other  action  relating  thereto. 


8.  To  see  it'  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  three  thousand  two  hundred  dollars  for  the  pur- 
pose of  oiling  the  Ashburnham  road,  so-called,  or  take  any 
action  relating:  thereto. 

9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  two  thousand  three  hundred  dollars  for  the  purpose 
of  oiling;  the  Wetmore  road,  so-called,  from  West  Rindge  vil- 
lage to  the  corner  just  beyond  the  town  dump,  or  take  any 
other  action  relating  thereto. 

10.  To  see  what  action  the  Town  wishes  to  take  regard- 
ing raising  and  appropriating  a  sum  of  money  for  the  pur- 
chase of  a  power  road  grader  for  the  highway  department,  or 
take  any  action  relating  thereto. 

11.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  have  the  Invoice  and 
Taxes  book  combined  with  the  Annual  Report  of  Town  Of- 
ficers, in  the  interest  of  economy,  or  take  any  other  action 
relating  thereto. 

12.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  require  that  payment 
for  the  plowing  of  driveways  each  winter  be  made  on  or  be- 
fore December  first  of  that  winter,  or  take  any  action  thereon. 

13.  To  see  what  action  the  Town  wishes  to  take  regard- 
ing the  charge  for  cemetery  lots  sold,  or  take  any  action  re- 
lating thereto. 

14.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  two  hundred  dollars  to  be  used  for  making  improve- 
ments in  the  old  cemetery,  or  take  any  action  relating  thereto. 

15.  To  see  wiiat  action  the  Town  wishes  to  take  re- 
garding the  raising  and  appropriating  of  a  sum  of  money  for 
purchasing  a  piece  of  land  in  order  to  increase  the  size  of  Hill- 
side cemetery,  or  take  any  other  action  relating  thereto.

REPORT  OP  TRUSTEES 

For  the  Year  Ending  December  31,  1949 

We  have  no  spectacular  achievement  during  the  past  year 
to  report,  but  steady  progress  has  been  made  in  the  conduct  of 
the  Library. 

Miss  Alice  L.  Morgan,  after  nineteen  years  of  service  to 
the  Library  and  Town,  wished  to  resign,  and  suggested  as  her 
successor  Mrs.  Carrie  S.  Gray.  We  therefore  accepted  Miss 
Morgan's  resignation  as  of  August  31,  and  we  believe  in  Mrs. 
Gray,  we  have  a  Librarian  who  is  working  to  make  the 
Library  a  source  of  pleasure  and  information  to  all  the  towns- 
people, and  that  her  interest  in  the  children  and  assistance  to 
the  schools  and  to  the  older  students  will  be  invaluable.  We 
are  sure  the  result  of  her  efforts  will  be  apparent  during  the 
next  year. 
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At  the  suggestion  of  Miss  Catherine  Pratt,  Assistant  State 
Librarian,  and  with  her  help,  a  large  number  of  unused  books 
have  been  discarded.  Many  do  not  now  interest  today's  chil- 
dren and  the  print  has  become  outdated,  or  better  editions  are 
available  or  are  already  on  the  shelves.  Children  have  been 
permitted  to  buy  these  discarded  books  at  a  low  price;  the 
remainder  are  in  storage  for  a  time.

year.

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Your  Electric  Light  Department  is  operated  in  a  manner 
similar  to  a  privately  owned  utility.  Its  annual  report  is  com- 
piled on  a  form  supplied  by  the  Public  Service  Commission 
and  a  copy  of  the  report  is  filed  with  that  commission.  All 
utility  companies  operating  in  the  state  are  required  to  do 
this. 

There  are,  however,  two  ways  in  which  your  light  depart- 
ment differs  from  a  privately  owned  company. 

Firstly,  it  pays  no  taxes.  It  is  probable  that  if  your  elec- 
tric department  were  privately  owned  the  return  to  the  Town 
through  taxes  would  be  approximately  $3,000.00,  based  on  the 
valuation  of  the  plant  at  the  present  time  and  using  the  current 
tax  rate  of  $43.00  per  thousand.  However,  the  loss  of  this  tax 
is  offset  by  the  reduced  charge  to  the  Town  for  its  street 
lights.  In  neighboring  towns  the  prevailing  charges  are  ap- 
proximately $36.00  per  street  light.  In  our  case,  with  119  street 
lights,  the  charge  would  be  $4,284.00.  Since  the  Town  pays 
currently  $1,000.00  for  street  lights,  it  is  clear  that  it  is  sav- 
ing $3,284.00  on  this  item  of  service,  which  more  than  covers 
the  loss  of  taxes. 

The  second  way  in  which  your  light  department  differs 
from  a  privately  owned  utility  is  in  the  manner  in  which  it 
finances  its  new  construction.  A  privately  owned  company  in- 
variably will  issue  stocks  or  bonds  if  it  has  need  for  new 
capital  for  expansion.  Your  department,  with  the  exception 
of  its  original  bond  issue  to  establish  the  department,  has 
never  done  this.  In  the  past  three  years  your  department  has 
engaged  in  new  construction  to  the  extent  of  approximately 
$21,000.00. 

In  order  to  eliminate  the  necessity  for  bonding  the  Town 
to  reconstruct  lines  which  wear  out,  and  need  to  be  replaced, 
a  depreciation  reserve  fund  is  maintained  by  contributing  an 
r-mount  equal  to  4%  of  the  current  value  of  the  plant  to  it 
every  year.  Private  utilities  do  this;  in  fact,  every  business 
has  to  do  it. 

The  money  to  construct  the  miles  of  new  lines  during  the 
past  three  years  came  partly  from  this  reserve  for  deprecia- 
tion and  .partly  from  the  profits  of  operation.   We  should  have 


61 

in  our  reserve  for  depreciation  at  the  present  time  about 
$23,000.00.  We  have  $11,500.00  showing  that  $11,500.00  has 
been  borrowed  from  this  fund.  It  is  the  opinion  of  your  Com- 
missioners that  the  profits  of  operation  for  the  next  few  years 
should  be  transferred  to  this  depreciation  reserve  to  restore  it 
to  its  proper  size.  If  this  is  done  your  department  never  will 
be  in  an  unsound  financial  position. 

During  the  past  year  your  department  has  been  forced 
to  pay  a  higher  cost  for  its  purchased  energy  from  the  New 
Hampshire  Gas  and  Electric  Co.  It  is  not  contemplated  thai 
any  general  increase  in  rates  will  be  necessary  at  the  present 
time.  It  may  be  necessary,  however,  to  revise  the  rates  to 
our  summer  customers,  since  it  is  the  peak  demand  caused 
by  heavy  use  of  current  in  the  summer  which  determines  the 
cost  of  current  to  your  department  for  the  whole  year,  even 
though  the  demand  in  the  winter  time  is  very  low.  If  a  proper 
rate  is  determined,  it  will  then  mean  that  the  summer  residents 
will  be  paying  more  nearly  their  fair  share  of  the  cost  of 
current  to  the  department. 

Contrary  to  the  belief  held  by  many  of  the  townspeople 
your  light  department  is  not  rolling  in  money,  and  on  the 
other  hand  it  is  by  no  means  in  an  unsound  financial  position 
at  the  present  time ;  nor  will  it  be  in  the  future  if  proper  at- 
tention is  paid  to  maintaining  an  adequate  depreciation  re- 
serve.

B.     ADMINISTRATIVE    POLICY 

Because  of  the  larger  number  of  beginning  pupils  in  the 
West  Rindge  School  in  the  fall  of  1948  some  change  in  the 
organization  was  called  for,  so  Grades  5  and  6  as  well  as  7 
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and  8  were  transferred  to  the  Center.  Last  September  there 
was  still  further  increase  in  the  number  of  pupils  in  West 
Rindge,  so  it  was  decided  to  enroll  at  West  Rindge  all  of  West 
Rindge  and  Rindge  Center  pupils  in  Grades  1  and  2  and  enroll 
only  Grades  3-8  at  the  Center,  while  Grades  1-5  were  enrolled 
at  East  Rindge  and  Grades  6-8  in  that  area  transferred  to  the 
Center  School.  This  change  in  administrative  policy  has  re- 
sulted in  a  much  more  efficient  organization. 

Another  change  has  been  to  unite  with  Jaffrey  rather  than 
Peterborough  in  employing  a  school  nurse.  Miss  Langille  is 
now  employed  full  time  by  Jaffrey  and  Rindge.  This  plan 
provides  a  more  integrated  program  than  was  possible  under 
the  former  plan.

At  the  end  of  the  school  year,  Mrs.  Gray  withdrew  and 
Miss  Louise  Norcross  was  elected  to  take  her  place  at  West 
Rindge.  Miss  Norcross  has  taught  for  a  number  of  years  and 
has  nearly  completed  the  requirements  for  her  teaching  certi- 
ficate by  study  at  Fitchburg  State  Teachers  College. 

Mr.  Filbin  has  continued  his  professional  advancement 
by  taking  Saturday  courses  at  Boston  University  and  Mrs. 
Hammond  and  Miss  Langille  are  taking  an  extension  course 
at  Winchendon  this  year.  These  teachers  are  to  be  commended 
for  their  professional  interest. 

B.     PROGRAM  AND  METHODS 

One  of  the  most  important  subjects  of  study  offered  in  our 
schools  is  that  of  reading  and  it  is  without  doubt  the  most  dif- 
ficult to  teach.  In  order  to  help  teachers  to  acquire  higher  skill 
in  this  tremendously  vital  area  all  teachers  of  the  Supervisory 
Union  worked  for  five  full  school  days  (Nov.  7-11)  under 
highly  export  leaders  from   Boston   University.    The   activity 
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was  officially  called  a  workshop,  and  it  truly  was.  Doctors 
Durrell,  Murphy  and  Sullivan  gave  as  fine  a  course  as  could 
possibly  be  desired.  There  wasn't  a  dull  moment  from  start 
to  finish  and  all  teachers  have  reported  a  very  helpful  ex- 
perience. The  teachers  paid  one-fourth  of  the  total  cost  of  the 
course  and  the  school  district  shared  in  meeting  the  balance 
of  the  expenses. 


PART  111.    SCHOOL  PLANT 


Word  has  just  been  received  that  the  Governor  and  Coun- 
cil has  "approved  the  proposal  of  the  Rindge  School  District 
to  erect  a  new  central  school  building,  at  an  estimated  cost  of 
$90,000  and  to  finance  the  same  by  borrowing  $50,000,  in  addi- 
tion to  its  present  indebtedness  of  $36,000  borrowed  for  this 
purpose,  to  be  paid  over  a  period  not  exceeding  twenty  years, 
as  approved  by  the  Board  of  Investigation." 

This  is  good  news  indeed  and  the  action  appears  to  clear 
the  way  for  the  actual  construction  of  the  long-awaited  and 
desperately  needed  new  school  building.  Prospects  now  look 
bright  that  the  opening  sessions  of  the  1950-51  school  year 
will  be  held  in  the  new  four-room  building.

One  reason  for  the  increase  in  High  School  tuition  is  the 
increase  in  Jaffrey  High  tuition  from  $125.00  per  pupil  to 
$200.00  per  pupil.  The  increase  in  elementary  costs  is  due  to 
an  increase  in  pupils  in  South  Rindge  two  in  High  School  and 
six  in  elementary.  Our  costs  of  transportation  were  raised 
from  $200.00  to  $400.00  in  Winchendon  due  to  this  increase. 

It  is  estimated  that  we  shall  have  36  high  school  students 
on  our  rolls  during  the  coming  year.

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ART  VS.    REPORT  OF  HEALTH  WORK 


A.     OLA  H.  MYHAVER,  R.  N.,  SCHOOL  NURSE  1948-49 

A.  General  inspection  of  students  has  been  made  by 
school  nurse. 

B.  First  aid  cabinet  is  equipped  for  minor  injuries  in 
each  school. 

C.  Health  inspection  is  carried  on  by  the  class  room 
teacher,  each  day. 

D.  Special  inspection  of  students  including  heights, 
weights,  teeth,  tonsils,  glands,  vision,  and  hearing  tests,  has 
been  made  by  school  nurse. 

E.  Defects  found  have  been  followed  up  by  notices,  phone 
calls,  personal  interviews,  and  visits  to  the  homes  of  the  par- 
ents. 

P.  The  school  nurse,  assisted  Mrs.  Aiken,  R.  N.,  with  the 
Tuberculin  Patch  Test.  Students  having  chest  X-ray  were 
taken  to  the  East  Jaffrey  X-ray  clinic. 

G.  At  the  spring  clinic  and  registration  on  May  10,  1949, 
a  special  inspection  of  pre-schoolers  was  made.  Children  were 
weighed  and  measured.  Vision  was  tested,  and  the  hearing 
tests  were  also  given.  The  Mass.  Vision  test  and  the  Maico 
Audiometer  tests  were  used. 

H.  Defects  found  were  reported  to  the  parents  or  rep- 
resentatives who  were  present. 

I.  A  health  card  is  on  file  for  each  child  showing  disease 
census,  heights,  weights,  and  defects,  as  well  as  follow-up  work 
done  by  the  school  nurse. 

At  this  time  the  school  nurse  wishes  to  express  her  appre- 
ciation to  the  teachers  and  principal,  Supt.  of  Schools,  Bd. 
of  Education,  and  the  local  congress  of  Parents  and  Teachers. 
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B.     REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  NURSE, 
SEPT.  '49  to  FEB.  '50 

Ruth  S.  Langille,  School  Nurse 

The  four  months  that  I  have  been  part-time  school  nurse 
in  Rindge  has  been  spent  in  getting  acquainted  with  the  Rindge 
schools  and  their  plans  for  the  future,  with  the  teachers  and 
the  school  officials  and  with  as  many  parents  and  citizens  as 
time  permitted.  Several  Parent-Teachers  meetings  were  at- 
1  ended  and  informal  meetings  with  the  members  were  most 
helpful. 

During  this  time  vision  and  hearing  tests  with  the  new 
Massachusetts  type  and  the  Eames  type  vision  tests  and  the 
new  pure  tone  individual  test  audiometer  for  the  hearing  have 
been  done.  All  the  tests  are  not  yet  completed  for  the  year.  It 
is  very  necessary  that  all  suspicious  vision  or  eye  strain  pupils 
be  examined  promptly  by  specialists  before  the  child  begins  to 
fall  behind  his  class  in  reading  achievement  as  well  as  other 
school  work. 

In  these  four  months  43  school  visits  and  home  visits  in 
behalf  of  43  pupils  have  been  made,  227  pupil  inspections  com- 
pleted, 93  weighed  and  measured  and  all  pupils  tested  for 
vision  defects.  Most  pupils  needing  glasses  have  been  fitted 
promptly  when  parents  were  notified.  Others  have  appoint- 
ments -  at  this  date,  in  all  fifteen  pupils  were  referred  to  eye 
specialists  and  eleven  pairs  of  glasses  have  been  fitted.  Two 
pupils  have  gone  to  physicians  and  one  for  X-ray  examination. 
One  pupil  has  been  under  hospital  care  for  diabetes  and  one 
for  lung  complications.  Eighty- three  hours  have  been  spent 
in  School  Health  work  for  Rindge. 

Two  projects  sponsored  by  the  Rindge  Parent-Teacher  Asso- 
ciation have  been  most  beneficial  to  the  health  of  the  pupils. 
Putting  milk  into  the  schools  as  a  substitute  for  the  hot  noon 
lunches,  inexpedient  to  start  at  this  time,  has  been  most  suc- 
cessful and  appreciated  by  the  children.  The  Cod  Liver  Oil 
capsules  furnished  by  the  P.T.A.  with  the  consent  of  the  par- 
ents and  family  physicians  involved,  are  being  taken  by  nearly 
all  of  the  pupils — 84  at  this  time.    This  protective  vitamin  is 
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most  necessary  in  this  climate  in  winter  to  all  persons  who 
want  to  keep  in  optimum  health. 

Much  more  school  health  work  remains  to  be  done  in  the 
Rindge  schools  this  year.  The  future  needs  must  be  faced  and 
worked  out  if  possible.  Among  these  is  an  immunization  pro- 
gram designed  to  protect  all  pre-school  and  entering  school 
children  against  Diphtheria,  Whooping  Cough,  and  Tetanus. 
A  dental  clinic  must  be  planned  if  any  means  can  be  found. 
The  facilities  of  the  anticipated  new  school  building  will  help 
with  a  better  tj^pe  of  school  physical  examination  as  well  as 
with  proper  hot  noon  lunches.  A  pre-school  summer  round  up 
of  all  entering  pupils  must  be  planned  for  May  or  June  for  the 
purpose  of:  (1)  enrollment;  (2)  the  introduction  of  the  pupil 
to  the  teacher  and  the  school ;  (3)  the  introduction  of  the  school 
and  teacher  to  the  parent ;  (4)  the  physical  examination  of 
the  new  pupil  so  he  may  enter  schooLwith  all  remedial  defects 
corrected  that  could  retard  him  in  the  crucial  beginning 
foundation  work. 

During  this  term  in  out-of-school  hours,  your  nurse  has 
been  priviledged  in  being  able  to  take  the  Harvard-Boston  Uni- 
versity course  given  at  Winchendon  in  School  and  Home  Rela- 
tions with  college  credits,  as  well  as  doing  college  credit  work 
in  connection  with  the  work  shop  in  Child  Growth  and  Develop- 
ment through  Reading  from  the  angle  of  the  elimination  of 
physical  defects  which  retard  progress  in  school. 

While  the  nurse  is  on  call  at  all  times  to  Rindge  for  emer- 
gencies it  would  be  appreciated  if  calls  for  the  nurse  could  be 
made  at  the  Nurses  office  in  the  Jaffrey  Grade  school,  phone 
number  110^3,  between  8  :30  and  9  :00  a.  m.  The  principal  of 
the  building  is  kept  informed  at  all  times  where  she  is  work- 
in*?.  Pull  time  work  is  done  in  the  Jaffrey  schools  with  the 
exception  of  the  equivalent  of  two  days  a  month  devoted  to 
Rindge,  which  usually  is  scheduled  for  Wednesday  or  Thurs- 
day P.  M.  unless  extra  time  is  needed  in  Rindge  to  complete 
an  uninterrupted  unit  of  work. 

I  have  found  parents,  teachers  and  school  officials  most 
cooperative  in  helping  with  school  health  work.  The  Rindge 
Parent-Teachers   Association   has   undertaken   very   important 
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health  projects  this  year.  Parents  have  been  most  anxious  to 
cooperate  in  matters  affecting  the  health  and  best  interests  of 
their  children,  providing  prompt  correction  of  physical  defects 
which  could  retard  the  pupil,  keeping  their  children  out  of 
school  with  colds  and  other  communicable  diseases.  Absences 
for  unnecessary  reasons  have  been  kept  to  a  minimum  also,  so 
that  the  few  short  years  of  the  child's  education  could  be  of 
most  advantage  with  fewer  discouraging  units  of  work  to 
make  up.  In  behalf  of  the  children,  who  are  unable  to  thank 
you  at  this  age,  I  wish  to  extend  appreciation  for  all  you 
have  done,  are  doing  and  plan  to  do  to  give  them  a  better  start 
in  life  with  s;ood  health.

school  board  in  its  annual  report. 

9.  To  see  if  the  School  District  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $704.46  deficiency  item.  Amount  esti- 
mated to  be  received  from  State  $1,000.00.  Actually  paid  by 
the  State  $295.54. 

10.  To  see  if  the  School  District  will  authorize  the  School 
Board  to  lease  a  bus  with  money  appropriated  for  transpor- 
tation, if  the  rental  can  be  applied  to  the  purchase  price  of 
the  bus,  in  the  event  that  the  School  Board  finds  that  it  can 
make  a  material  saving  in  transportation  by  so  doing. 

11.  To  see  if  the  School  District  will  authorize  the  School 
Board  to  sell  or  rent  any  abandoned  school  houses,  as  its  inter- 
ests may  appear. 

12.  To  see  if  the  School  District  will  authorize  the  School 
Board  to  use  sufficient  funds  from  the  sale  of  schoolhouses  to 
remodel  No.  5  schoolhouse  basement  to  house  a  bus,  if  leased.

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FOREST  FIRES— OUR  MOST  SHAMEFUL  WASTE 

Everyone  apparently  fears  fires  but  too  many  are  careless  with  it. 
This  is  particularly  true  of  fires  in  and  near  woodlands.  Official  figures 
show  that  more  than  98  percent  of  all  forest  fires  result  from  human 
carelessness  and  can  be  prevented.  Consequently,  we  may  say  "Forest 
Fires  are  our  most  shameful  waste". 

Annual  forest  fire  losses  are  tremendous  and  their  effects  far  reach- 
ing. Such  fires  destroy  the  raw  products  of  the  forests,  the  protection 
forests  provide  for  game  and  the  supply  of  ground  water.  They  upset 
local  economies  by  drawing  men  from  gainful  employment  and  requiring 
the  expenditure  of  public  funds  to  extinguish  them. 

Our  forest  fire  organization  is  doing  a  good  job  in  keeping  the  size 
of  fires  small  but  the  number  of  fires  is  increasing.  In  1949  there  were  100 
more  fires  in  New  Hampshire  than  in  1948,  but  they  burned  500  acres 
less.  For  the  warden  and  his  deputies  to  do  the  job  they  are  capable  of, 
they  must  have  the  cooperation  of  the  public — YOU! 

The  primary  objective  of  all  fire  fighters  is  PREVENTION— fire 
stoppage.  This  is  the  goal  toward  which  your  local  forest  fire  warden 
and  his  deputies  are  constantly  working.  It  can  be  achieved  ONLY  if 
YOU  and  YOU  cooperate  with  them.  It  is  worth  YOUR  effort  and  can 
be  accomplished  by: 

(1)  Being  careful  with  fire  in  or  near  woodland,  being 
particularly  careful  with  matches  and  cigarettes. 

(2)  Securing   the   required   written   permit   from   the 
warden  when  the  ground  is  not  covered  with  snow. 

(3)  Insisting  that  others  be  careful  and  comply  with 
burning  requirements. 

(4)  Calling  the  warden  promptly  when  fire  is  detected 
and  aiding  him  to  extinguish  it. 

Let's  reduce  the  number  of  forest  fires  and  eliminate  our  most 
shameful  waste.
